At that- moment of appease- 
ment one of our time’s finest 
men, Eduard Benes, head of the 
proud Czech Government, faced 
a decision. He had a well- 
equipped, small, modern army 
which wanted to fight. It would, 
in time, have been ground in the 
Nazi military machine, but it 
would have slowed its progress. 

Benes, thinking of what war 
would mean in physical ruin and 
in families destroyed by the 
ruthless German air force, and 
knowing his own air strength 
was even less of a match than 
the army, signed the papers 
jointly presented by Britain, 
Germany and France—and never 
again was fully alive. 

Later Hitler took the entire 
country and Benes and his gov- 
ernment fled to England. 

Then, when the Russians oc- 
cupied Czechoslovakia in the 
drive to eliminate the German 
forces, toward which the joint 
Allied armies were moving, 
Benes made a truce with Joe 
Stalin personally—flying to Mos- 
cow in the early spring of 1945. 
Stalin pledged nim independence. 

Later, the Russians took over 
and Benes died of a_ broken 
heart. Others in the goveriment 
killed themselves, fled or were 
jailed and executed. 


Better? 


One of those who served the 
government in those days, and 
one who fled into exile with it 
and returned when the Germans 
were defeated, was Dr. Hugo 
Skala; a deputy economist in 
the Department of Finance. 
Later, when the Communists took 
over, he and his family escaped 
again, and some years ago, 
reached America. 

“I understand the feeling 
about Syngman Rhee,” -he said, 
“but I have for him a certain 
sympathy and I wonder if he is 
perhaps not right. If Benes had 
determined to fight in 1938 the 
fate of the nation might have 
been better and more honorable 
than the agreement to divide it. 
Also, the whole course of the 
war might have been changed.”

This latter folly. 
Those who urge it seem to think 
of Korea as an island which. 
once cleared of the enemy, would 
be united. The basic fact is that 
if we push the enemy out of 
Korea and across the Yalu 
River, we would then be in 
almost exactly the same status 
as today—facing the enemy 
across a river instead of 
piece of land. To defeat the 
enemy in Korea is not to de- 
feat or eliminate him. He would 
be in China and‘not merely un- 
defeated, but closer to reserves 
and possessed of a better supply 
line. 

To those who charge appease- 
ment, it can be said, this is 
no sudden decision, but one 
whose probable terms have been 
debated for months. Tobe sure, 
there is no reason to have any 
illusions about it. It did: turn 
back Communist aggression. 
That is worth the cost. It is 
not a victory. But, there are 
victories in it. One of them was 
establishing the precedent there 
should be no forced repatriation 
of prisoners. 

Now that Communism seems 
to have reached a peak in Euv- 
rope, and to be declining, a 
truce is even more advisable in 
Asia. Out of it may come a Big 
Four meeting and the beginnings 
of a real peace treaty. If Com- 
munism has indeed begun to ebb 
in Europe, the Asian meeting

TOKYO, Saturday, June 
(\—The worst rains in 61 years 
beat down anew today after a 
brief respite, and the toll in 
flooded Southwest Japan mounted 
to at least 113 dead and 462 
missing. 

The Fukuoka Weather Observa- 
tory warned the downpour will 
continue for ‘‘two or three days.’’ 

The rain stopped briefly last 
night and gave 330.000 refugees 
and American and Japanese rese- 
cue teams a brief breathing spell. 
But flood waters which began 
falling during the night resumed 
their upward climb with the new 
rain this morning.

Before anyone charges that Sen. Stu- 
art Symington’s attack on Secretary 
Wilson’s policy of weakening the Air 
Force is motivated by partisan bias, let 
it be remembered that the brilliant 
Missouri senator has been in the fore- 
front in the fight for an adequate de- 
fense of this country for more than 
a decade.

Scott Candler and DeKalb County offi- 
cials have agreed to bear 10 per cent 
of the cost of the proposed new Grady 
Hospital. 

That seems a fair share for DeKalb 
residents, many of whom are also At- 
lanta citizens, who, after all, will bene- 
fit just as much from the hospital in 
proportion to population affected as 
will Fulton. We hope that this final 
agreement between the Fulton-DeKalb 
Hospital Authority and DeKalb County 
will end other friction over use of the 
hospital’s facilities—friction that must 
have prevented its maximum use. 

The need for a new Grady Hospital 
is illustrated by the 1952 report of 
the Hospital Authority issued this week 
which shows the tremendous services 
being rendered the community by the 
old facility. More than 21,000 patients 
were admitted last vear and 400,203 
other patients were treated in out-pa- 
tient clinics. A total of 334 emergency 
cases a day—a total of 121,946 for the 
year—were brought to Gradv. 

We commend Chairman Hughes 
Spalding and members of the author- 
ity for their patient efforts to provide 
‘hospital facilities at Grady commensu- 
rate with the need and the city’s capa- 
bilities. Certainly the growth of At- 
lanta and the consequent added de- 
mands for such medical services as pro- 
vided by this hospital warrants every 
effort to meet the need with all pos- 
sible speed.

Leave President Free 
To Aet Effectively 


On at least eight occasions the Su- 
preme Court of the United States has 
affirmed the supremacy of the United 
States Constitution with its system of 
checks and balances over treaties or 
agreements by the Executive depart- 
ment. Congress has the unquestioned 
right to reject any such treaties and has 
exercised that right frequently. 

Despite this, however, there is still 
a firm movement in Congress to ap- 
prove the so-called Bricker amendment 
to the Constitution. The amendment 
would tie the executive’s hands in its 
traditional conduct of foreign affairs— 
making it impossible for the President 
to carry on any workable program in 
our relations with foreign governments. 

It would, in effect, weaken the ex- 
ecutive and extend the power of Con- 
gress. Such a system could effectively 
paralvze this nation’s dealings with the 
outside world, leading to a situation 
very similar to that we see in France. 

On May 28, President Eisenhower 
said: “No single free nation can live 
alone in the world. We have to have 
friends. Those friends have got to be 
tied to you in some form or another.... 
We have come to know that national 
security entails mutual security with 
other free nations... .” 

The Bricker amendment is the last 
gasp of the isolationists. Having failed 
to defeat this nation’s historical role by 
capturing the presidency, they seek to 
frighten the people into accepting their 
will by more subtle means. The Bricker 
amendment would make isolation man- 
datory. 

The President does not now threaten 
the Constitution nor should he be pre- 
vented from performing his duties ef- 
fectively by an amendment that would 
force him. to take a permanent back 
seat to Congress.

Economy---When 
Is It ‘Normal’? 


WASHINGTON—Whether peace in Korea 
is ta be followed by continued prosperity or 
a business setback, possibly even a depres- 
sion, is still a subject of debate among 
economists and others who Keep a close 
watch on the nation’s economic pulse. 


Consensus of the experts, or those who 
make a profession of interpreting business 
trends, seems to be that a truce in Korea 

almost certainly will 

cause a dip in Ameri- 

can economic activity. 

How far it will go re- 

mains unknown’ and 

may depend on a num- 

ber of factors. One of 

these is psychological. 

At the outbreak of 

the Korean war _ the 

country saw a wave of 

inflation psychology. 

Remembering the short- 

ages that took place during World War IJ, 

people rushed to buy goods they were afraid 

would become scarce or rationed. Result 

was that prices and economic activity sky- 
rocketed. 

Now that the Korean disturbance is 
apparently about to end, reverse psychol- 
ogy is taking hold. A feeling of gloom is 
crowding out some of the business optimism 
that held sway. 


As some economic analysts point out, 
this psychology of gloom could drag the 
country into a recession or even a full- 
fledged depression, if carried too far. 

Back of it all, of course, is the thought 
of what would happen if the props were 
suddenly pulled out from under the na- 
tion's economy to the tune of $40,000,000,000 
or $50,000,000,000, representing our current 
rate of defense expenditures. 

Government economists do not expect 
any untoward developments. Because of 
the political implications involved, they 
would not be expected to admit it if they 
did. What they do expect, they Say, is a 
‘‘readjustment,’’ which is another name for 
economic downturn that is somewhat milder 
even than a recession. 

Government spending is bound to de- 
crease after a Korean truce, but officials 
have sought to give assurance that it will 
not be enough to greatly influence the situa- 
tion. One figure given is that our military 
expenditures will be reduced no more than 
about $2,000,000,000 if a truce is arrived at. 
What the public is thinking about, however, 
is the ultimate aftermath of a truce. 

But it is probably anybody’s guess as 
to what actually happens if and when the 
fighting ends in the Far East. If the peo- 
ple become frightened and tighten up their 
spending habits, that could lead to a bad 
siuation. 

If we go ahead as usual, only a minor 
and gradual adjustment in the economy 
should take place, with the country even- 
tually settling back to some basis of nor- 
mal. The only difficulty is in defining nor- 
mal after more than 10 years of war and 
national emergencies of one kind or another.

Atlanta—Having traveled in every state 
in the Union, most of Canada and parts of 
Cuba and the Bahamas in the past 15 
months, I feel qualified to make a report 
on the state of eating places throughout 
the country. In my contacts I ate in hotel 
dining rooms, coffee shops, cafeterias, res- 
taurants, cafes, etc. 

About 10. per cent seem honestly to try 
to give their customers their money's worth, 
15 per cent make a weak gesture in that 
direction, while the remaining 75 per cent 
serve just as near nothing as they can pos- 
sibly get by with. There are laws which 
control weights and measures. If you go in 
a grocery store and buy five pounds of 
meat, fruit or vegetables and find you 
have been given short weight, the grocer 
is liable to prosecution. 

But when you order a meal you have to 
take whatever is brought you or else re- 
fuse to take it. So far as I know, there are 
no laws which protect the public against 
these ‘‘short-measure artists,’’ but if you 
think they aren’t protected, just try walk- 
ing out without paying your check. 

I don’t know anything about the gross 
profit basis on which these boys operate, 
but I do know any 12-year-old child can go 
to a super market, as their purchasing 
agent, and buy most canned and some fresh 
vegetables at a retail price by which they 
make anywhere from 300 to 800 per cent 
on one daily turnover. 

Ceilings on restaurant prices never did 
mean anything. What is needed is a law 
against serving midget portions.

Chronology of the Events Leading 
To Present.Controversy About TV A 


Oct. 15, 1952—General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Republican candidate for President, 
Says in speeches at Memphis ane Knox- 
ville: “‘Certainly there would be no dispo- 
sition on my part to impair the effective 
working out of TVA. . . . Our goals should 
be to work out river basin developments 
the way the people in the region want 
it done.’’ 

Oct. 23, 1952—Candidate Eisenhower says 
in a statement supplementing his Memphis 
and Knoxville speeches: ‘‘The use of TVA 
power by farmers, dairymen, housewives, 
small businessmen, schools, churches and 
industry, large and small, in the region is 
proof of its support by the people.’’ 

Nov. 1, 1952—Editors of two Scripps- 
Howard newspapers in Memphis and Knox- 
ville wire the general he has ‘‘an excel- 
lent opportunity to carry Tennessee and 
other Southern states’’ and say they ‘“‘be- 
lieve it is necessary for you to make a 
much stronger statement than you have in 
support of TVA.” 

Candidate Eisenhower responds in a 
telegram: ‘“‘The TVA has served well both 
agricultural and industrial interests of this 
region .. If I am elected President, TVA 
will be operated and maintained at maxi- 
mum efficiency. I have a keen apprecia- 


tion of what it has done and what it will 
be able to to continue to do in the future. 
Under the new administration TVA will 
continue to serve and promote the pros- 
perity of this great section of the United 
States.’’ 

Nov. 4, 1952—Candidate Eisenhower car- 
ries Tennessee by 2,600 votes. 

May 13, 1953—President Eisenhower's 
budget bureau slashes TVA’s requested ap- 
propriations for fiscal 1954 by $63,000,000, 
completely eliminating funds for a pro 
posed $30,000,000 steam plant in west Ten- 
nessee and for the authority’s resources de- 
velopment program. 

June 8, 1953—TVA Chairman Gordon 
Clapp, commenting on the budget cut, 
warns: ‘“‘As matters stand today, the Ten- 
nessee Valley is headed for a serious power 
shortage in the late fall of 1956.’ 

June 11, 1953—The TVA board of direc- 
tors, also commenting on the reduction in 
appropriations says: ‘‘Elimination of funds 
for the resources program removes the 
source of TVA’s effectiveness as an agency 
of regional development.”’ 

June 18, 1953—President Eisenhower 
tells his press conference that the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority is an example of 
‘creeping socialism.’’
